The  Newburyport  Public  Library  Children's  Room  was  a center  of  activity  during  1986-1987. 
Story  hours,  films,  toddler  times,  and  contests  were  provided.  A regular  visitor  to  the 
Children's  Room  was  Terri  Schoppmeyer  of  the  Department  of  Environmental  Management  and 
Maudslay  State  Park.  Her  association  with  the  Library  provided  children  opportunities  to 
learn  about  various  aspects  of  the  Park  through  books  and  coordinated  activities.  Local 
artists  also  shared  their  talents  with  library  children  as  well  as  visiting  storytellers, 
puppeteers,  and  theatrical  groups.  The  most  popular  program  of  the  year  was  Toddler  Time, 
an  informal  play  group  for  youngsters  under  the  age  of  four.  During  this  weekly  program 
parents  have  the  opportunity  to  meet  other  parents  and  share  information  while  their  child- 
ren play  with  puzzles,  color,  and  learn  fine  motor  skills. 

Adult  programming  also  continued  throughout  1986-1987.  The  most  popular  were  the  Noontime 
Movies  held  at  the  Newburyport  Bank,  genealogical  lectures,  and  a speedreading  course. 

Over  1000  researchers  and  genealogists,  and  local  history  buffs  used  the  Hamilton  Room 
during  the  year,  with  32  states  and  3 foreign  countries  being  represented.  Reference  ser- 
vice was  in  great  demand  with  inquiries  up  to  1610  over  last  year's  figures. 

The  Emma  L.  Andrews  Branch  Library  continues  to  hold  its  own  with  a slight  increase  in 
circulation  for  both  adult  and  children's  books.  Vivian  Gove,  Andrews  Branch  librarian, 
deserves  recognition  for  her  dedication  and  efforts  to  keep  the  Branch  productive. 

Two  major  ventures  consumed  most  of  this  fiscal  year:  the  award  of  a State  Competitive 
Grant  and  phase  one  of  our  automation  project.  In  early  FY  '87  we  applied  for  and  received 
a Competitive  State  Grant  for  $25,597.  The  purpose  of  the  grant  was  to  enhance  our  busi- 
ness, financial,  and  legal  sources  by  acquiring  a diverse  collection  of  information  via 
hardcover,  subscription,  microfilm,  computer  software,  and  audio/visual  materials.  The 
grant  also  afforded  us  the  opportunity  to  purchase  display  and  storage  units  and  equipment 
to  effectively  offer  the  information  to  the  library  user.  A television  monitor,  vCR  and 
cabinet  provide  access  to  all  videos  with  public  viewing  rights. 

Retrospective  conversion  was  the  automation  project  task  for  this  year  as  we  began  conver- 
ting our  written  records  to  machine  readable  format.  We  have  inventoried  and  input  approx- 
imately 10,000  records  into  the  Merrimack  Valley  Library  Consortium  database.  When  com- 
pleted, we  will  share  collection  information  with  25  Merrimack  Valley  libraries  and  cir- 
culate our  own  collection  via  computer  terminal. 

Due  to  an  improved  library  budget  and  an  increase  in  state  funds,  FY  '87  was  by  far  the 
most  productive  year  since  1981.  My  sincerest  appreciation  is  extended  to  the  city  of- 
ficials, Library  Directors,  and  staff  who  have  contributed  to  the  improvement  of  library 
services  in  Newburyport.

REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  CLERK  June  30,  1986 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Newburyport 
as  follows : 

Code  of  Ordinances  City  of  Newburyport  as  amended  be  further 
amended  by  adding  the  following  new  section: 

Chapter  5 - Boats,  Docks  and  Waterways 

Sec.  5-3  Harbor  Commission 

Establishment  - Terms  of  members  - Jurisdiction  - 
Power  - Duties  and  Responsibilities 

Section  1:  Commission  Composition 

The  Mayor  shall  appoint,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the 
City  Council  a harbor  commission  which  shall  consist  of  seven  (7) 
members  who  must  be  electors  and  residents  of  the  City  of  Newbury- 
port, as  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  In  addition,  there  shall  be 
appointed  two  (2)  alternate  members  if  necessary.  The  harbor  master 
shall  serve  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  commission  without  vote. 

No  regular  member  of  the  harbor  management  commission  shall 
receive  compensation  for  service  but  may  be  reimbursed  for  any 
necessary  expenses.  The  harbor  master  or  deputy  harbor  master 
may  receive  compensation  for  any  prescribed  duties. 

Section  2:  Commission  Member  Tenure 

The  term  of  all  members  shall  run  for  three  (3)  years  except 
that  the  initial  term  shall  be  staggered  so  that  the  terms  of  not 
more  than  three  (3)  members  shall  terminate  in  any  single  year. 
Alternate  members  shall  be  appointed  for  two  (2)  years  except  that 
the  initial  term  of  one  alternate  shall  be  for  one  (1)  year.  If  a 
member  resigns  or  is  removed  for  any  reason  before  his  or  her  term 
expires,  a replacement  shall  be  appointed  within  one  (1)  month  of 
termination  by  the  Mayor,  in  accordance  with  Section  1,  to  complete 
that  term. 

The  commission  shall  elect  a chairperson  and  secretary.  The 
commission  can  form  subcommittees  to  address  specific  duties  of  the 
commission. 

Section  3:  Jurisdiction  of  the  Harbor  Management  Commission 

The  harbor  management  commission  shall  have  jurisdiction 
within  the  area  located  in  the  waters  of  the  city  and  bounded  by 
the  projection  of  the  boundary  line  of  neighboring  towns. 

Section  4:  Harbor  Management  Commission  Power,  Duties,  and 
Responsibilities 

The  purpose  of  the  harbor  management  commission  shall  be  to 
prepare  a proposed  harbor  management  plan  and  to  provide  for  the 
annual  review  of  said  plan.  In  addition,  the  commission  may  exer- 
cise any  of  the  following  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities: 

(a)  to  recommend  ordinances  for  adoption  by  the  Newburyport 
City  Council  consistent  with  any  harbor  management  plan  ultimately 
adopted. 

(b)  to  direct  the  harbor  master  in  the  assignment  of  moorings 
and  placement  of  floats  or  rafts  held  by  bottom  moorings,  the 
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management  of  mooring  and  anchorage  areas  and  the  collection  of 
mooring  fees  after  a local  mooring  fee  system  is  established. 

(c)  to  review  an  operating  budget  for  the  harbor  master  using 
funds  from  sources  which  may  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  local 
appropriation,  mooring  fees,  violation  fines  or  a harbor  management 
fund  established  by  town  ordinance;  and  to  make  fiscal  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Mayor. 

(d)  to  review  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  on  proposed  water  use  activities  contiguous  to  the 
waterfront  and  within  the  waters  delineated  in  section  3 of  this 
ordinance  that  are  received  for  review  by  other  municipal  agencies 
in  accordance  with  the  procedure  described  in  Section  5 of  this 
ordinance ; 

(e)  to  review  for  consistency  with  any  harbor  management  plan 
any  public  notice  of  an  application  for  a local,  state  or  federal 
permit  for  an  activity  taking  place  within  the  commission's  juris- 
diction as  described  in  Section  3 of  this  ordinance,  and  to  respond 
in  a timely  fashion  with  recommendations  to  the  regulating  agencies; 
and 


(f)  to  conduct  or  cause  to  be  conducted,  studies  of  the  con- 
ditions and  operations  in  and  adjacent  to  Newburyport  waters  and  to 
present  to  the  Office  of  the  Mayor  proposals  for  the  harbor's 
efficient  operation. 

Section  5:  Severability 

If  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  or  the  application  thereof 
to  any  person  or  circumstance  is  held  invalid  for  any  reason,  such 
invalidity  shall  not  affect  the  other  provisions  or  any  other 
application  of  this  ordinance  which  can  be  given  effect  without  the 
invalid  provisions  or  application,  and  to  this  end,  all  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  declared  to  be  severable. 

Section  6:  Effective  Date 

This  ordinance  shall  be  effective  as  of  July  14,  1986  .

Chapter  8 - Civil  Defense  and  Disaster  Relief 

New  Section 

Sec.  8-17  Acceptance  of  Radiological  Emergency  Response  Plan  - 
Prohibitions 

No  official,  agent,  employee,  representative,  designee,  or 
appointee  of  the  City  of  Newburyport,  or  any  other  person 
purporting  or  attempting  to  act  in  an  official  or  public 
capacity  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Newburyport,  shall,  for  the 
purpose  of  developing  a radiological  emergency  response 
plan  for  the  licensing  of  the  Seabrook  Station  Nuclear 
Power  Plant,  encourage,  conduct,  engage  in,  or  participate 
in,  any  planning,  training,  exercise  drills,  test,  or  other 
activities,  regarding  the  said  plan,  approval  of  said  plan, 
by  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency,  or  accept,  adopt, 
approve,  or  implement,  any  state,  local,  or  privately 
developed  radiological  emergency  response  plan. 

This  ordinance  shall  have  the  authority  of  law  and  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect,  without  amendment,  unless 
and  until  a majority  of  the  voters  of  the  City  of  Newburyport 
vote  to  approve  or  implement  any  such  radiological 
emergency  response  plan  in  a regularly  scheduled  or  special 
election.

All  encroachments,  including  fill,  new  construction, 
substantial  improvements  to  existing  structures,  and 
other  development  are  prohibited  unless  certification 
by  a registered  professional  engineer  is  provided  by 
the  applicant  demonstrating  that  such  encroachments 
shall  not  result  in  any  increase  in  flood  levels  during 
the  occurrence  of  the  100-year  flood  within  Zones  A&B.

objectives  of  Cluster  Residential  Development  are: 

a. 

To  allow  relatively  intensive  use  of  land,  while  at 
the  same  time  maintaining  the  existing  character; 

b. 

To  preserve  open  space  for  conservation  and 
recreation ; 

c . 

To  permit  greater  flexibility  and  more  attractive, 
efficient  and  economical  design  of  residential 
subdivisions ; 

d. 

To  meet  housing  needs; 

e . 

To  facilitate  economical  and  efficient  provision  of 
utilities ; 

V.F. 2. 

Applicability 

The  Planning  Board  may  grant  a special  permit  for  a Cluster 
Residential  Development  in  the  R-1  and  R-2  zoning  districts. 

V.F. 3.  Procedural  Requirements 

These  procedural  requirements  shall  be  in  addition  to  the 
general  requirements  for  a special  permit  specified 
elsewhere . 

a.  Pre-application  Review:  To  promote  better  communication 
and  to  avoid  misunderstanding,  applicants  are  encouraged 
to  submit  preliminary  materials  for  informal  review  by 
the  Planning  Board  prior  to  formal  application.  Pre- 
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liminary  subdivision  plans,  if  any,  should  be  submitted 
to  the  Planning  Board  prior  to  the  application  for  a 
special  permit.  Such  preliminary  plans  shall  comply  with 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  governing  the  Subdivision  of 
Land  in  the  City  of  Newburyport. 

b.  Application  Applicants  for  a special  permit  for  a 

cluster  Residential  Development  shall  submit  to  the 
Planning  Board  five  (5)  copies  of  each  of  the 
following:  An  application,  an  overall  development 

plan,  and  a site  analysis.  If  the  plan  involves  more 
than  one  ownership,  each  owner  of  land  included  in 
the  plan  shall  be  a party  to  the  application  and, 
upon  approval,  subject  to  its  provisions. 

The  plans  shall  be  prepared  by  a registered  professional 
engineer  or  land  surveyor  and  shall  be  in  black  ink  on 
mylar  at  a scale  of  l''=40'  on  24''x36"  sheets. 

c . Overall  Development  Plan,  Landscape  Plan  and  Building 

Elevations  t 

1.  The  Overall  Development  Plan  shall  indicate  locations 
and  boundaries  of  the  site,  proposed  land  topography, 
grading  plan,  location  and  width  of  streets  and  ways, 
drainage  and  sewerage. 

2.  The  Landscape  Plan  shall  indicate  areas  of  proposed 
and  retained  vegetation,  distinction  between  upland 
and  wetland,  location  and  use  of  buildings,  ways  and 
parking  and  proposed  landscaping  type  and  location. 

3.  Building  Elevation  Plan  shall  indicate  the  height 
and  bulk  of  proposed  structures,  type  of  material 

for  outside  walls  (brick,  stucco,  etc.),  architectural 
style  and  elements  including  roof  lines,  windows  and 
doors . 

d.  Site  Analysis  The  Site  Analysis  shall  consist  of  a 
transparent  copy  of  the  Overall  Development  Plan,  plus 
a series  of  site  analysis  drawings  at  the  same  scale, 
each  on  a separate  sheet,  indicating  analysis  of 
hydrologic  systems,  vegetative  cover,  slope  and  land 
form,  soils  and  geology,  and  such  other  characteristics 
as  the  applicant  deems  advisable.  The  Board,  at  its 
discretion,  may  require  an  environmental  delivery  and 
assessment . 

e.  Other  Materials i The  application  materials  shall  also 
indicate'  each  landowner's  interest  in  the  land  to  be 
developed,  the  form  of  organization  proposed  to  own  and 
maintain  the  common  open  space,  the  substance  of  covenants 
and  grants  of  easements  to  be  imposed  upon  the  use  of 
land  and  structures  and  a development  schedule. 

f.  Review  of  Other  Boards  and  Agencies i Upon  receipt  of 
the  application  and  related  plans/analyses,  the  Planning 
Board  shall  within  ten  (10)  days  transmit  one  copy  each 

to  the  Board  of  Health  and  Conservation  Commission.  These 
Boards  and  Agencies  shall  review  said  plans  and  provide 
recommendations  to  the  Planning  Board  within  35  days.

V.F.3.  Procedural  Requirements- (cont  * d. ) 

g.  Criteria:  In  addition  to  the  general  special  permit 

findings  required  by  this  ordinance,  the  Planning  Board 
shall  also  make  the  following  determinations:  that  the 
plan  complies  with  all  requirements  of  these  sections; 
that  the  plan  is  superior  to  a conventional  one  in 
preserving  open  space  for  conservation  or  recreation 
and  in  utilizing  the  natural  features  of  the  land;  that 
clustering  does  not  generate  new  and  substantial  adverse 
impacts  on  abutting  neighborhoods;  that  the  plan  allows 
more  efficient  provision  of  streets,  utilities  and 
other  public  services. 

V.F.4.  Requirements 

A Cluster  Residential  Development  shall  conform  to  the 

following: 

a.  Minimum  Tract  Size  and  Required  Perimeter  Set  Back: 

The  tract  in'  single  and  consblidated'^ownership  at  the 

time  of  application  shall  be  at  least  ten  (10)  acres  in 
size.  A continuous  fifty  (50)  foot  setback  shall  be 
maintained  around  the  entire  perimeter  of  the  property 
except  where  the  property  fronts  on  an  existing  public 
street.  Where  the  property  fronts  on  an  existing  public 
street,  the  required  setbacks  shall  conform  to  the 
original  zoning  district  requirements. 

b.  Number  of  Dwelling  Units:  The  maximum  number  of  dwelling 
units  allowed  is  to'  be'  determined  by  dividing  "Applicable 
Land  Area:  by  the  lot  area  requirements  for  a single 
family  dwelling  in  that  district. 

"Applicable  Land  Area:  shall  be  determined  by  a 
registered  land  surveyor  and  equal  the  total  area 
encompassed  by  the  Overall  Development  Plan  minus  land 
subject  to  either  inland  or  coastal  wetland  regulations 
(Sec. 40,  Ch.l31,  G.L.),  minus  land  otherwise  prohibited 
from  development  by  local  ordinance  or  regulations, 
minus  land  used  for  streets  and  minus  land  designated 
on  the  plan  for  used  not  primarily  serving  residents 
of  the  development. 

Where  the  Cluster  Residential  Development  includes 
more  than  one  ownership,  and/or  lies  in  more  than  one 
district,  the  number  of  units  allowed  shall  be 
calculated  as  above  for  each  district  and  summed  to  give 
an  overall  allowable  total,  which  may  be  located  on  the 
plan  without  respect  to  allowable  subtotals  by  district 
or  ownership  area. 

c.  Allowable  Uses:  The  following  principal  uses  within 

the  Cluster  Residential  Development  shall  be  permit- 
ted: one-family  detached  dwellings;  church  or  other 

religious  purposes;  public  park,  conservation  area, 
and  preserved  open  spaces;  and  membership  club  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  the  residents  of  the  development.  The 
accessory  uses  permitted  by  right  or  special  permit 
shall  be  as  indicated  elsewhere  in  this  ordinance,  for 
the  appropriate  zoning  district  in  which  the  Cluster 
Residential  Development  lies.  In  the  R-2  district  up 
to  four  dwelling  units  per  structure  may  be  allowed. 
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V.F.A.  Requirements  (cont'd) 

d.  Dimensional  Regulations  and  Locational  Conditions; 

Each  individual  structure  within  the  Cluster  Residential 
Development  shall  be  subject  to  the  Dimensional  and  Density- 
regulations  for  a structure  in  the  district  it  is  located, 
except  as  follows: 

(i)  The  minimum  lot  area,  frontage,  and  front,  side  and 
rear  yard  setbacks  may  be  as  little  as  one-half  the  amount 
required  for  single-family  dwellings  in  that  district. 

(ii)  Lot  size  and  shape,  frontage,  front  yard  setback  and 
building  site  shall  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Planning 
Board,  which  may  also  impose  special  conditions  pertaining 
to  buffers,  screening,  building  separation,  height  and 
setback  of  buildings  and  parking. 

e.  Improvements:  All  streets,  drainage,  water  systems,  sewerage, 
utilities  and  grading  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  governing  the  Subdivision  of  Land  in 
the  City  of  Newburyport. 

Landscaping  shall  be  installed  in  accordance  with  the  land- 
scape plan  submitted  under  section  V.F.3.C  and  as  approved 
by  the  Planning  Board. 

Facade  design  shall  conform  to  the  building  elevation  plans 
as  submitted  under  section  V.F.3.C  and  as  approved  by  the 
Planning  Board. 

f.  Open  Space:  Not  less  than  thirty  percent  (30%)  of  the 
"Applicable  Land  Area"  within  the  Overall  Development  plan 
shall  be  preserved  as  common  open  space  for  recreation  and 
conservation.  Ownership  of  common  open  space  shall  be  arranged 
and  maintenance  permanently  assured  through  an  incorporated 
nonprofit  homeowners'  association,  condominium  deeds,  or  other 
recorded  land  agreement  through  which  each  unit  owner  in  the 
development  is  automatically  a member  and  each  unit  is  subject 
to  a charge  for  a share  of  the  maintenance  expenses,  or  through 
comparable  arrangement  satisfactory  to  the  Planning  Board.  The 
preservation  of  the  common  open  space  shall  be  guaranteed 
through  dedication,  by  covenant,  or  comparable  legal  instru- 
ment, to  the  community  use  and  enjo5nnent  of  residents  of  the 
development  tract,  for  recreational  purposes  servicing  those 
residents  and  their  nonpaying  guests  only,  or  for  conservation. 
In  addition,  the  City  shall  be  granted  an  easement  or  restric- 
tion providing  that  such  land  shall  be  kept  in  an  open  or 
natural  state,  not  subdivided  or  reduced  in  size  and  not 
built  upon  or  developed  for  any  use  other  than  open  space  for 
recreation  or  conservation.  Buildings  or  structures  used  for 
common  recreational  purposes  may  occupy  up  to  five  percent  (5%) 
of  the  required  common  open  space. 

g.  Other  Provisions: 

-No  lot  shown  on  a plan  for  which  a permit  is  granted  under 
this  section  may  be  further  subdivided,  and  a notation  to 
this  effect  shall  be  shown  on  the  plan. 

-No  certificate  of  occupancy  shall  be  issued  by  the 
building  inspector  until  he  has  certified  to  the  Planning 
Board  that  the  premises  have  been  built  in 
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V.F.4.  Requirements  (cont'd) 

accordance  with  the  plan  approved  by  the  board  under  section 

V.F.3.C. 

-All  streets,  ways,  and  utilities  within  or  serving  the  cluster 
development  shall  conform  with  all  Planning  Board  and  sub- 
division regulations,  even  if  the  proposed  development  is  not 
subject  to  the  subdivision  control  law. 

-The  Planning  Board  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  grant  or  deny  a 
special  permit  hereunder  for  a cluster  residential  development 
even  if  the  proposed  development  is  not  subject  to  the  sub- 
division control  law. 

-Subsequent  to  granting  the  permit,  the  Planning  Board  may  permit 
relocation  of  lot  lines  within  the  cluster.  However,  any  change 
in  overall  density,  street  layout,  or  open  space  layout  will 
require  further  hearings.

Page  3:  By  adding  a new  definition  entitled: 

17A  Cluster  Development . A residential  development  in  which 
the  buildings  and  accessory  uses  are  clustered  together 
into  one  or  more  groups  separated  from  adjacent  property 
and  other  groups  within  the  development  by  intervening 
open  land.

Section  19-8  Director  of  Planning  and  Development  Established 

There  is  hereby  established  the  position  of  Director  of  Planning 
and  Development. 

Section  19-9  Powers  and  Duties 

The  Director  of  Planning  and  Development  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
policy  direction  and  coordination  of  the  City's  activities  in  the 
general  areas  of  economic  development,  planning,  human  services, 
housing  and  renewal.  The  Director  of  Planning  and  Development  shall 
be  appointed  as  a non-voting  member  of  the  following  City  Boards  and/ 
or  Commissions,  Planning  Board,  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  Conservation 
Commission,  Economic  Development  Commission,  and  any  other  Board  of 
Commission  that  the  Mayor  authorizes  the  Director  to  serve  on  as  a 
non -VO ting  member. 

Section  19-10  Appointment 

The  Director  of  Planning  and  Development  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  and  confirmed  by  the  City  Council.  The  term  of  the  Director  of 
Planning  and  Development  shall  officially  end  on  January  31  following 
each  biennial  City  election  or  until  a successor  is  appointed.  The 
current  Director  of  the  Office  of  Community  Development  shall,  upon 
the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  have  the  title  of  Director  of 
Planning  and  Development.
